The following is an allowance in response to the communication received on May 
13, 2011. 

Claims 3, 4, 12, 16, 19-21 and 29-30 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1, 2, 5-11, 13-15, 17-18, 22-28 and 31 have been previously presented 
and are now pending in this application. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

On May 9, 201 1 , applicant filed Notice of Appeal, and on May 1 3, 201 1 , applicant 
filed an Appeal Brief and claim amendments cancelling claims 29-30. On appeal, 
applicant argued, inter alia, that the rejection of claim 1 pursuant to 35 USC §1 03(a) in 
an office action mailed February 8, 201 1 , was in error. 

In the foregoing office action, the office rejected claim 1 pursuant to 35 USC 
§1 03(a) as unpatentable over U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0037068 A1 to Thomas et al. 
published February 20, 2003 (hereinafter, "Thomas") in view of U.S. Pat. No. 7,017,173 
B1 to Armstrong dated March 21, 2006 (hereinafter, "Armstrong"), and further in view of 
U.S. Pat. No. 5,543,743 to Cooper dated August 6, 1996 (hereinafter, "Cooper") (see 
Office Action, 5-11). The rejection points out that Thomas discloses a method of 
displaying an ad on a video replay system comprising the steps of obtaining an ad, 
displaying user selected content stored on the video replay system, entering a pause 
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mode in response to user action while the content is being played and displaying the ad 
instead of the content, following the pause action. 

The office action acknowledges, however, that neither Thomas nor Armstrong 
discloses the claimed steps of starting a timer after entering pause mode, using the 
timer to determine a time delay greater than zero seconds has elapsed, and after the 
time delay has elapsed, displaying the ad instead of the content. Instead, the office 
action concludes that these steps would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art in view of Cooper. 

Cooper discloses a timer in a video replay system. However, as pointed out in 
applicant's appeal brief, the timer disclosed in Cooper is triggered by periodic repeating 
reference events that are part of an NTSC signal, rather than by a user-initiated event 
such as depressing a "pause" button on the remote control of a video replay system. 
The timer disclosed in Cooper is used to synch horizontal and vertical aspects of a 
periodic signal rather than to commence display of a pause-time ad. 

Upon consideration of applicant's argument, examiner is persuaded that at the 
time of the invention, it would not necessarily have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art to (i) adapt the timer disclosed in Cooper to detect and respond to an 
event initiated by a user, such a pressing a "pause" button or (ii) use the timer disclosed 
in Cooper to control display of a pause ad rather than synch vertical and horizontal 
aspects of a periodic NTSC video signal. Examiner views use of the timer to delay 
presentation of the pause ad for a period of time after the pause action to be the 
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principal distinguishing feature of claim 1 over the combination of Thomas and 
Armstrong.
